LONDON

rebel strongholds in Oman today 
for the third straight day, accord­ 
ing to dispatches reaching British 
newspapers. 
These reports said the planes 
fired rockets and cannon shells 
into a fort at Tanuf, seven miles 
from rebel headquarters at Nil- 
wa, after expiration of a 48-hour 
warning. The dispatches said the 
Tanuf fort was deserted when 
the planes hit it.

A recent news dispatch reporting t h a t 
P r e s ident Eisenhower has g i v e n an 
o rder to drop 100,000 men from the ranks 
of the a rm e d services, has caused a lot of 
talk, m uch of it pointing toward the fact 
th at the President is making an e arn e s t 
try toward cutting federal g o v ern m e n t 
e x p e n se ., 
While this move to gain a little m ore 
economy in so - called defense ex p e n d s 
lures, will reduce the a rm e d forces to a p ­ 
proxim ately 2,700.000 m en, it still m ea n s 
the country is operating the largest p eace­ 
time m ilitary organization in its hist o r y, 
except during World W ar periods. 
There is m uch a rg u m e n t, pro and con, 
as to whether our a r m e d forces should be 
further reduced and most people s e e m 
doubtful on this subject in view of present 
world tension and threats. 
One thing, however, on which m o s t 
people seem to ag ree is that if the s a rn e 
effort toward reducing go v ern m en t ex­ 
penditures w as employed in other d e p a rt­ 
m en ts of federal governm ent the off e c t 
on our taxes would be helpful. 
One new sp ap er is pointing to the dif­ 
ficulties faced by the President in this re­ 
spect, and to the dangerous cause behind 
a n rh diffic ulties, m a d e this c o m m en t: 
“ Unfortunately, the presidential authority 
In adm inistrative spheres is m o re diffu s e 
th an in the m ilitary. There are any n u m ­ 
b e r of reasons for this. One reason is that 
the naturally high rate of turnover in the 
A rm ed Forces m a k e s reductions in se rv ­ 
ice strength relatively painless in t h a t 
such reductions a re affected by the m ean s 
of simply slacking off on recru itm e n t un­ 


til the new level is reached. 
Moreover, the v a st m ajo rity of n o n ­ 
rated enlisted m en have no vested interest 
in their jobs, as have civilian employ e s 
on federal payrolls, and hence exert no po­ 


litical pressure or m oral suasion on an 
economy - bent administration. 
“ An equivalent exercise of presidential 
authority in adm inistrative rea lm s m ight 
be possible. Pres. Eisenhow er m ight o rder 
a cut of 100.000 governm ental employ c s. 
and such a directive m ight be compl i e d 
with. He stern s reluctant to do so and his 
advisors are a p p aren tly horrified at t h e 
very thought of thus testing such auth o ri­ 
ty in its own household.’’ 
“ The bureauc r a t i c structure has be­ 
co m e so huge and unwieldy that a bolder 
m a n than Mr. E isenhow er would be d a u n t­ 
ed by the p r o s p e c t of engag i n g it in 
a battle of wits, will, and n e rv es.” 
Undoubt e d I y a fight against growl n g 
b u re a u c rac y m ust be m ad e by som e one, 
som e time, if federal costs a re to be cut. 
It is not a new situation and for 25 y e a rs 
h as been getting worse. 
If som e President would a ttem p t t h i s 
he m ight fail, but eventually the publ i c 
m u st be m a d e to u n d erstan d that to the 
three pronged authority of our gov e m ­ 
inent, executive, legislative and judici a I. 
there has been added a fourth and a whol­ 
ly unconstitutional branch, the p e rm a n en t 
b u re a u c ra c y which nobody elects, whi c h 
rep resen ts nothing but itself, and whi c h 
cannot be controlled by the norm al appli­ 
cations of authority delegated by a sov­ 
ereign people. 
P robably no President could be ex p ect­ 
ed to like the idea of ram m in g his head in­ 
to a stone wall. However, unless s o m e 
Presid en t is willing to do so fairly soon, 
in o rd er to rn a k e an issue of that m o n ­ 
strous im pedim ent to efficient and econo­ 
m ical governm ent, also to representative 
g overnm ent, the tim e m ay come w h e n 
t he s i l e n t b u rea u c ratic revolution will 
h ave trium phed by its own sheer, inert 
bulk.

greatness in any field. 
In this respect, it must tie ad­ 
mitted, the American business 
world produces hundreds of thou­ 
sands of unsung Barrym ores ev­ 
ery year. 
They are “ the great pretend­ 
e rs " whose highly polished art 
Consists in appearing to be vit­ 
ally busy while actually doing 
nothing but keeping an eye on the 
Clock until quitting time.

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A Reduction Step -- How about Others Needed? 
Laii-A-Day 
The Nation Today 


A recent news dispatch reporting t h a t 
P r e s ident Eisenhower has g i v e n an 
order to drop 100,000 men from the ranks 
of the arm ed services, has caused a lot of 
talk, much of it pointing toward the fact 
that the President is making an earn e s t 
try toward cutting federal governm e n t 
expense.. 
While this move to gain a little more 
economy in so - called defense expendi­ 
tures, will reduce the armed forces to ap­ 
proximately 2,700,000 men, it still means 
the country is operating the largest peace­ 
time military organization in its hist o r y, 
except during World War periods. 
There is much argument, pro and con, 
as to whether our armed forces should be 
further reduced and most people s e e m 
doubtful on this subject in view of present 
world tension and threats. 
One thing, however, on which m o s t 
people seem to agree is that if the s a m e 
effort toward reducing government ex­ 
penditures was employed in other depart­ 
ments of federal government the eff e c t 
on our taxes would be helpful. 
One newspaper is pointing to the dif­ 
ficulties faced by the President in this re­ 
spect, and to the dangerous cause behind 
Kiich 
d iffic u ltie s, made this comment: 
“Unfortunately, the presidential authority 
in administrative spheres is more diffu s e 
than in the military. There are any num­ 
ber of reasons for this. One reason is that 
the naturally high rate of turnover in the 
Armed Forces makes reductions in serv­ 
ice -strength relatively painless in t h a t 
such reductions are affected by the means 
of simply slacking off on recruitment un­ 
til the new level is reached. 
Moreover, the vast majority of n o n ­ 
rated enlisted men have no vested interest 
in their jobs, as have civilian employ e s 
on federal payrolls, and hence exert no po­ 


litical pressure or moral suasion on an 
economy - berrt administration. 
“An equivalent exercise of presidential 
authority in adm inistrative realm s might 
be possible. Pres. Eisenhower might order 
a cut of 100,000 governmental employ e s, 
and such a directive might be compl i e d 
with. He seem s reluctant to do so and his 
advisors are apparently horrified at t h e 
very thought of thus testing such authori­ 
ty in its own household.” 
“The bureauc r a t i c structure has be- 
comé so huge and unwieldy that a bolder 
man than Mr. Eisenhower would be daunt­ 
ed by the p r o s p e c t of engag i n g it in 
a battle of wits, will, and nerves.” 
Undoubt e d l y a fight against growi n g 
bureaucracy must be made by some one, 
some time,-if federal costs are to be cut. 
It is not a new situation and for 25 years 
has been getting worse. 
If some President would attempt t h i s 
he might fail, but eventually the publ i c 
must be made to understand that to the 
three pronged authority of our gov e r n- 
ment, executive, legislative and judie I a I, 
there has been added a fourth and a whol­ 
ly unconstitutional branch, the permanent 
bureaucracy which nobody elects, whi c h 
represents nothing but itself, and whi c h 
cannot be controlled by the normal appli­ 
cations of authority delegated by a sov­ 
ereign people. 
Probably no President could be expect­ 
ed to like the idea of ram m ing fyis head in­ 
to a stone wall. However, unless s o m e 
President is willing to do so fairly soon, 
in order to m a k e an issue of that mon­ 
strous impediment to efficient and econo­ 
mical government, also to representative 
government, the time may come w h e n 
the s i l e n t bureaucratic revolution will 
have triumphed by its own sheer, inert 
bulk.

Chief Justice Vander­ 
bilt, a really great jurist, ivrote 
the decision permitting the in­ 
spection oi some documents but 
not of the entire file. From this 
decision. Judge William J. Bren­ 
nan dissented. The majority op­ 
inion stated: 
“ In criminal proceedings long 
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experience has taught the courts 
that often discovery will lead 
not to honest fact-fipding, but on 
the contrar; to perjury and the 
suppression of evidence. Thus the 
criminal who is a w a r e of the 
whole case against him will often 
procure perjured testimony i n 
order to set up a false defense.” 
This is so true. After all, the 
criminal’s business is to commit 
a crime and to get away with it.

murder,

might get a

Around 1900, when automobiles

From Shrinking 


5 Cents of Purchosing 
Power Reported Lost 
In Last 16 Months

N EW YO RK (jf — The textile 
industry has learned how to stop 
shrinking of clothing. Millions of 
Alhericans

shrinkage of the dollar.

months Compared with 1940 it is 
worth only about half as much at 
the store or in buying the many 
services which play an increasing 
part in today’s way of living. 
One solution for the problem of 
the personal budget that has been 
tried increasingly in recent years 
has been to tie wage scales to the 
surprising cost of living. About four 
million workers are affected now 
Of late this has seemed to be 
more of a see-saw than a solu­ 
tion.

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Some Progress Reported In Needed Move 


Laff-A-Day 


There is currently reported to be an en­ 
couraging start toward the much advo­ 
cated movement for the federal govern­ 
ment and state governments to get togeth­ 
er on efforts toward “bringing more gov­ 
ernment activities back home.” 
Recently the numerous people who have 
insisted that this is one way to cut high 
federal government taxes, are heartened 
by the initial plans of the Joint Federal- 
State Action Committee which is seeking 
ways to stem the trend over many past 
years toward centralization of power in 
Washington D. C. 
Most all of us here in Fayette County 
who have watched this growing power in 
Washington D. C. have felt for a long time 
that something should be done about it. It 
is probably that this same line of thinking 
is true among observing citizens in every 
community in the country. 
In spite of this, nearly every locality 
gives way to the idea of obtaining some 
cash grant, whenever possible, from the 
federal government, on most every new 
public project which comes up. The favor­ 
ite reason assigned for such efforts to get 
government money is “if we don’t get it 
some other community will." 
Recently the committee of state gover­ 
nors and federal officials, formed at the 
suggestion of President Eisenhower, in a 
meeting at Hershey. Pa., reached tenta­ 
tive agreement on a plan under which the 
states would assume about, $500,000,000 in 
federal expenditures. This, at least, is a 
good start if carried out. 
Under this plan, the states would take 
over c o m p l e t e responsibility for the 


school lunch programs, vocational educa­ 
tion, natural disaster relief, water pollu­ 
tion, small “stimulative" grants and 50 
per cent of the supplemental old-age as 
sistance. 
* 
In return, it was recommended that the 
f e d e r a l government relinquish to the 
states the taxes it now collects on local 
telephone service, amusement t i c kets, 
cabarets, club dues and initiation fees, 
coin operated gaming an'd amusement de­ 
vices, safe deposit box rentals, bowling 
alley and pool tables. 
It has become evident to nearly every­ 
body that some action is needed to pre­ 
vent the states from becoming almost 
powerless satellites of the n a t i o n a l 
government. 
More Federal aid means higher Federal 
taxes, less revenue left for state and local 
governments— and even more depend­ 
ence on Federal aid. 
It has been pointed out by many dis­ 
cerning people that “grants from Wash­ 
ington D. C. to our states have increased 
more than two and half times in recent 
years. But our communities are not ‘get­ 
ting something for nothing’— the cost in 
taxes is far higher than if the projects 
were handled at home, by local authorities 
responsive to local needs. 
“These grants-in-aid. this pan-handlmg 
approach to filling state and community 
needs, costs America far more in free­ 
dom than it does in funds. Big-govern- 
ment spending means big - government 
controls, as many a once - free people 
have learned to its sorrow .”

It’s just about the same as 
washing your hands at home 
While these cleaners are per­ 
fectly all right for most persons, 
some few, of course, will s h ow 
allergic reactions to the com­ 
pounds. 
In most cases, though, the wa­ 
terless cleaners actually will help 
prevent skin allergies from poison 
ivy, poison oak and I r r i t a t i ng 
soils and oils. 
Polyhydric phenols are the ac­ 
tive ingredients in these p l a n t 
poisons Using mild oxidizing a 
gents, such as are found in the 
waterless cleaners, helps render 
such ingredients ineffective. 
Immediate action, of course, is 
quite necessary to wa h away ail 
of the poisonous substances. 
This is possible only if y o u 
have something with which you 
can clean do, unless you have 
something like waterless cleaners 
along with you.

Hudson looked into the crashed

Zant home t h r o u g h an open 
window, He called to find if any­ 


one was in the wreckage and got 


no response. However, on his way 
Lorn the house he said he saw a 
1 part of the outside wall move and 
realized that someone was push- 
I ing the siding.

I cue. Hudson broke a window pane 
end pulled the dazed VanZant to 
safety.
